‘How Opponents of Free Silver Will De- 
eat the Measure. 


THE BILL TO BE KILLED BY FILIBUS- 
TERING FOR DEBAY. 


Taritt Reform Congressmen Will Make «a

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 4.—Free coin 
age of silver is the nightmare of nearly 
every Democrat in the House Shall it or 
shallit not pass that body and pledge the 
party irrevocably for free coinage?

Under no other 
circumstances are the opponents ofa bin 
prevented from offering motions intended to 
obstruct and delay. The situation is thus 
narrowed downto three men—the Speaker, 
Mr. Catchings and Mr. McMillin. All of these 
men are pronounced as advocates of free 
coinage of silver and are pledged to its sup 
port repeatedly in public utterances. It was 
this, probably, that led the silver men to 
place their bill at the mercy of the Committee 
on kules.

HIS LAST WORDS A PLEA FOR HIS IM-

He Faced Death in Preference to Certain

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 4. — Frederick C. 
Fitzsimmons, alias Ambrose 6. Budd and 
several other names, who was arrested here 
Tuesday night, charged with murder and 
theft in Pittsburg, Pa., cut his thrdat with a 
pen-knife at 11 o’clock this morning in a cell 
at the Parish Prison.

My wife, Lacy Rebecca 
Fitzsimmons, was improperly convicted = at 
Allegheny County Court-house of murder in the 
second degree, through the testimony of a perjuring 
detective anda prejudiced jury antl judge, and is 
ill in imprisopment. Kaowing that! am about to 
hurl myself into eternity. I solemnly we that my 
wife is innocent. I effected my escape trom the 
Allegheny County Jail because I forésaw convietion 
before the trial began. The bright sunny atmosphere 
surrounding my soul is replaced by gloom and a sad 
heart that only death can alieviate 

Fitzsimmons, after writing the letter this 
morning, jumped into bed, threw a blanket 
over his head and apparentiy went to sleep. 
Half an hour later one of the attendants in 
the jail heard him groaning, andon going to 
the bed, found Fitzsimmons had slashed his 
throat three times while under the bianket, 
and+«seemen to be dying from the loss of 
blood. . 

The wound in the dying burgiar’s throat is 
fully two inches deep and extends from ear 
to ear. Surgeons were at once called in by 
the prison officials, and they set to work to 
save his life, although they announced 
that the task was hopeless. At 2p. m., he 
lay unconscious, but not yet dead. Physicians 
say he cannot recover. Detectives Finney 
and Murphy, who were awaiting the arrival 
of requisition papersto take Fitzsimmons 
back to Pittsburg, was much surprised when 
of the suicide. They knew the 
nerve of the man, but did not suspect that he 
wouid attempt to take his own life. 

THE CAPTURE AT NEW ORLEA®S. 

The capture of Fitzsimmons was made 
on the night of Jan. 21. The Pittsburg officers 
located him here, and Detective Finney of 
that city came onto identify and take him. 
He apprised the local officers of his plans, and 
told them of the desperate character 
of the criminal! he was 
Finney knew the escaped murderer by sight, 
but was not Known to the latter. 

Holmes AnGerson, who was acquitted of 
another murder, and who occupte 
adjoining Fitzsimmons, Deiore bis escape 
last September from the Allegheny 
City Prison, gave the Pittsburg police 
the clew to Fitzsimmons’ whereabouts. 
On account of the desperate character of the

A THEORY ADVANCED BY THE POLICE SF PitTs- 
BURG. . 


Cn1caco, III., Feb. 4.—A telegram from 
Pittsburg states that police officials there 
have a theory that Fred 0, Fitzsimmons, the 
murderer of Detective Gilkinson, was either 
Tascott or hada hand in the Snell murder at 
Chicago in February, 1688. While detectives 
were trailing the fugitive murderer it was 
developed that Fitzsimmons was in Ohicago 
when the Snell murder was com- 
mitted and left thore about that 
time. Since then he would never 9 
near Chicago and has told his friends many 
times that that was the only oity in the 
United states that he would not it. This 
leads to the belief that if he is not Tascott he 
was concerned in the Snell murder in some 
way. Aspecial dispatch from New Orleans 
last night says Fitzsimmons, although talk-

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THEIR SAFE-GUARD GONE. 


Hotels Now Have No More Protection 
Against Swindlers Than Shops. 


The decision of the Supreme Court releas- 
ing Mrs. Carrie L. Kingley istaken generally 
by lawyers as a mortal blow to the hotel law. 


The law was passed with much expense 
for legal services by the hotel managers to 
pubdish the confidence men who preyed upon 
them, and many a smart young chap has 
Spent some time in the st. Louis fail 
through a yrosecution under its pro- 
visions, Mrs. Kingsley came to the Southern 
hotel and stayed there two weeks, represent- 
ing that she was expecting money. A man 
who called himself Lord Harrington paida 
good deal of attention to her at 
the hotel, and their conspicuous con- 
duct in a box at the theater one night 
drew the eves of the public upom them. 
Manager Harry Lewis got from thts an im 
pression that the woman had been deceiving 
him, ejected her from the Southern 
and then prosecuted her under 
the hotel law. She was convicted 
inthe court here and sent to jail, but her 
attorney, E. P. Rowland of Adams & Row- 
land, who ts the nephew of Gov. Francis, got 
her out on ball and took the case 
to the Supreme Court. She is now living 
with friends at 1028 North Leffingweil avenue, 
and itis possible that a damage suit will fol- 
low this decision. 

think the hotel will have to pay for its 
fun now,’’ said Attorney Rowland to-day. 
The decision of the Court really knocks 
the hotel law sky-high,and leaves them not a 
leg to stand on. The decision simply means 
that hotel keepers can have no special law 
under which they can prosecute 
cases, but must rest entirely on 
the laws concerning fraud and 
obtaining goods and money under faise 
pretenses. The law gave the hotels an ad- 
vantage over the store. The Supreme Court 
decides that it must have no such advantage, 
but must prove the same things and prove 
them in the same way as the shop-keeper 
who wants to prosecute a swindler. The 
hotel must prove hereafter the intent to de- 
fraud, and of course that can’t be done 
In the case of the guest who obtains board 
by representing that he expects money from 
some source. As a matter of justice, the 
hotel should never have received any better 
means of prosecuting than other busi- 
nesses have. The hotel may  col- 
lect in advance, if it wants to 
do it, and if it does not, itis incurring a risk 
to help its business, being reluctant to offend 
poopie and lose its trade by asking pay in ad-

A Summary of Evidence for St. Louisans 
THE PECULIAR RECORD OF ONE ADMIN- 
ISTRATION, 


The Facts About City Collector Ziegen- 
hein’s Office as Given to the Public 
Every Day by the “Post-Dispatch’’ 
Since Jan. 17—The Laws Violated, the 
City’s Revenue Defrauded, Tex*Payers’ 
Protests Ignored and Laughed At, 
Official Records Hidden Away—The 
Cost ofa Ozar. 


For two weeks pastor more the Post- Dis- 
PATCH has been paying attention to certain 
methods prevailing in the office of City Col- 
lector Ziegenhein, which seemed to demand 
that attention in the public interest. The 
methods were such as appeared to militate 
against the proper collection of the rightful 
revenue due the city inthe form of certain 
licenses imposed upon ,certain lines of 
business by city ordinances and State laws, 
and also, by that failure to collect all such 
licenses, to operate unjustly against those 
citizens who paidtheir license so imposed. 
Investigation ofthe instances which arose, 
showed, besides, that there existed in the 
City Collector’s office a spirit of disregard of 
the duties and responsibilities of puDlic 
office which led that official and his subor- 
dinates toignorethe complaints of citizens 
in this connection, andto persist in the 
methods mentioned, at the expense of the 
City Treasury and in violation of the rights of 
citizens under thelaw. The reasons for 
such action on the part of the Oity 
Collector appeared to be, to speak without 
prejudice, a desire to ingratiate himself with 
a certain influential political element at the 
expense Of a great majority oi citigens and 
taxpayers, who might be kept in ignorance of 
the unfair distinction thus made between 
themselves and others$in the same line of 
business who were unwilling to meet the legal 
obligations of that business. The develop- 
ment of these facts warranted the Post- Dis- 
PATCH in publishing them in the effort to se- 
cure proper redress and correction through a 
proper administration of an important city 
office. 

This has been done, without personal war- 
fare against City Collector Ziegenhein, and, 
indeed, without any personal feeling enter- 
ing into the matter in any way. The office 
of Collector of the City of St. Louis is a most 
important one, because itis uponthe proper 
administration of that office the city must 
depend for its full and rightful revenue being 
collected and reachingthe City Treasury. It 
is Also equally important, because upon it 
must also depend all the many members of 
various business classes who pay licenses, for 
protection against unlicensed people in the 
same lines of trade. This protection is sup- 
posed to be guaranteed by the ay and State 
when the lcenses’ are im and is the 
value received by citizens" for compliance 
with the law which thus taxes their business. 
Any maladmini on of the City Collector’s 
Office which causes fallure to give this pro- 
tection, does so atthe expense of the city’s 
revenue, and to 5 t disadvantage of 
license-paying citizens. 

For these reasons the Post-DISPATCH has 
devoted its columns of late to the publication 
of such instances of improper administration 
of the City Collector's office as came to light. 
That the majority of those instances arose in 
the dramshop-licenge Sopartment of the City 
Collector’s office may be because that depart- 
ment furnishes the largest single source of 
revenue to the city.and therefore has a wider 
field in which such instances could exist. The 
POST-DISPATCH’S attention to the subject has 
been in no wise a movement against the law- 
ful progress of the dramshop business. It has 
been, instead, a movement for the proper 
protection of that interest. Only by the all

Collector's deputy he intended to 
quit the saloon business at once. 

The deputy replied: ‘Look here, Dzengo- 
lewski, you had better make hay while the 
sun shines, Pay this license money and 
come and get yourlicense. You must not 
hang the license on yaar wall until you have 
smoothed the trouble over about your peti- 
tion. Just keep the license in a drawer, and 
if anybody bothers you, why, you can show 
tne legal license and that will settle it. 

But Dzengolewski declined this official in- 
Vitation to break the laws and that night 
closed his saloon. Thecity lostthe license- 
money, $559, or the fine, $300. Dzengolewski’s 
case was thrown out of court, and, although 
Collector Ziegenhein still followed him with 
invitations to ‘‘come and get bis license, he 
refused to thus violate the laws.

Collector Zeigenhein was seen by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter who asked if he could see

INVESTIGATION ORDERED, 


On Wednesday, Jan. 20, the City Council 
took action looking to an investigation of the 
dram-shop license department of the City 
Collector’s office. The following resolution, 
introduced by Mr. Anderson, was adopted: 

Whereas, The city is badly in need of revenue on 
account of the —— ofthe new City Hall and the 
new Water-works, and as it is commonly reported 
that-there is a large number of dram-shops, the own- 
ers of which are paying the Federal tax, but not the 
city license tax, which, if true, is a flagrant injustice 
upon citizens who pay their city taxes; therefore,

Resolved, That the City Collector be requested to 
furnish the Council with a statement showing the 
number of dram-shop licenses issued by him that 
were in force Jan. 15, 1892, to whom issued, where 
each nee is located, the amount paid for each 
license, the date of its issue and when it expires; 
and thatthe City Collector be also asked to furnish 
the desired information at once. 

On — 4 Jan. 21, scared by the threat 
ened Council investigation of his office, Col - 
lector Ziegenhein filed complaints in the 
Police Court against forty-four delinguent 
saloonkeepers, whose cases he had suddenly 
discovered. Atthe same time he earnestiy 
begged that the Court would set the cases at 
the earllest possible moment. 

GRAFF SALOON CASE 

On rary & Jan. 22, the story of the Graff 
saloon at No. 4100 Olive street was told in the 
PosTt-DIsPATCH. The petition for its license 
was flied Feb. 21, 1889, and purported to be 
— —4 by nine teen tax-payers of that block 
which then contained at most thirty assessed 
taxpayers. Theo nents of the saloon es- 
tablished the fact that not twelve signers of 
the petition were assessed tax- payese of that 
city block, No. 3911, and they therefore pro- 
tested against the granting of the license. 
This position of affairs was reached during 
the last days of the occupancy of the 
Collector's office by H. Olay Sexton. 
rearing that the license would 
be ssued, despite the roofs 
submitted to the Collector that the petition 
was insufficient, the protesting cl ns of 
that block applied to Judge Withrow foran 
injunction forbidding the license to be issued. 
The witnesses in the injunction proceedings 
were the Tax Assessor, whose s were 
put in evidence, the saloon proprietor him- 
self, his bar-tender, who was one of the 
signers of the 2 although living at 
2218 North Market street, the protesting citi- 
zens and others. When the evidence was all 
in, Judge Withrow stated that ““the petition 
for the license for a saloon at No. Olive 
street was in —— no petition, and he is- 
sued a perpetual injunction against the 
issuance of the license unless a proper peti- 
tion was filed.

BREWERS’ LAWYER HIS ADVISER. 

On Thursday, Jan. 28, the Post-DIsPATOH 
showed that Collector Ziegenhein refused 
consult City Counselor Marshall as to the City 
Collector’s power to collect dramshop licenses 
but, instead, went for legal advice 
to State Senator McGinnis, the ized 
champion of the saloon interest. Senator 
McGinnis prepared Collector Ziegenhein’s 
report to the Council. The law was quot 
by the Post-DISPATCH which gives the City 
Collector the right and power to collect 
dramshop licenses from clubs, booths, va- 
grant saloons, etc. 

CELLA SALOON CASE. 
On „ Jan. 29, the Post-DisPpaTcu told 
the story of the Cella saloon, at Compton and 
klin avenue. This saloon was estab- 
lished a short time ago byaman named 
Oella, legally and in spite of an earnest o 
ition m the tax-payers of the block, 
hrough the sympathy and aid of Collector 
Ziegenhein. 

It was done by dividing little lots into mi- 
nute parcels, pretending to divide them among 
a number of people and using their names as 
signers of the Cella petition fora license, and 
also by the use of the names of minors signed 
by their rdians and of young men whom 
Cella had assessed as tax-payers worth $10 
each. The remonstrance against Cella’s sa- 
joon had the signatures of a majority of the 
tax-payers on the block, but he got his 
license, nevertheless. 

BUTCHERS’ LICENSES UNCOLLECTED. 

On Saturday, Jan. 30, Collector Ziegenhein 
began suit against thirty butchers, claiming 
license fees. The suits were the direct result 
of Collector Ziegenhein’s negligence last 
year. License fees were collected from the 
established and well-known butchers, and 
others, who opened shops to sell fora little 
while, were let alone by the Collector’s office, 
or advised to bring their license fees in in- 
stallments, justas the saloon-keepers have 
been inthe habit of I The Butchers’ 
Union protested against this lax enforcement 
of the law, and demanded that the Col- 
ao release them from this unfair compe- 
tition. 


MUELLER SALOON. 

On Sanday, Jan. 21, the PostT-DISPATCH

Prominent tax-payers claim that the 
Mueller license was issued by Collector 
Ziegenhein in the face of the fact that the 
petition contained the names of only eleven 
of the forty-seven tax-payers on the block, 
and that the remonstrance against the sa- 
loon contained the names of thirty-one of 
those tax-payers. Collector Zilegenhein re- 
fused to show Mueller’s petition to the pro- 
testing citizens.

Qn Monday. Feb. 1, the Post-Dispatcu 
ve the story of the saloon kept by the Fos- 
er Bros. (colored) at Thirteenth and Lucas 
avenue. nder agreement withthe Winkel- 
meyer Brewery, the Fosters were pay- 
ing their dramshop license on the 
installment plan by making a 
surplus payment tothe brewery on each keg 
of beer sold. In the meantime the city was 
to walt twenty-eight months for the dram- 
shop license to be paid, and took chances of 
the saloon failing in business. The Post -D1s- 
PATCH publications forced Collector Ziegen- 
hein to prosecute the Fosters and they were 
fined $300 for running a saloon wit ta U- 
cense, The fine is still due the city. 
TRAFFIC IN CLUB CHARTERS. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 2, the Post-DISPaTCH 
showed how the illegal club charter de- 
frauded the city ofits rightful revenue from 
dramshop licenses, and rendered tax- ers 
helpless to prevent objectionable road- houses 
being established in respectable residence 
quarters in the suburbs. The casein point 
was tbat of the Calumet Club and Restaurant 
at No. 4622 Duncan avenue, whose charter 
could be invalidated by prosecutionon the 
part of the City Collector. The story of Me-

INVESTIGATION TO GO ON.

UR CZAR’S TAX MACHINE 
Councilman HooLaN holds that Collec- 
tor ZIEGENHEIN should be commended 
and sustained in ‘‘helping poor men to 
make a living for themselves and families“ 
by permitting them in violation of law to 
run any kind of business, saloons, butcher- 
shops or other shops without paying the 
license tax imposed by law. 

Collector ZIEGENHEIN seems to be will- 
ing that statesmen of the Hoolan stripe 
shall attribute his illicit laxity in the 
administration of our license laws to his 
charitable disposition to favor poor men at 
the expense ot the public revenue. But 
his own explanation of it to the business 
community is that he is only working out 
a shrewd business scheme to increase the 
number of license-taxpayers and the reve- 
nue of the city from that source. 

Neither explanation justifies his mal- 
feasant disregard of the laws he has sworn 
to enforce. Neither justifies his usurpa- 
tion of a discretionary power which the 
law denied to him, to convert the public 
tax machine into a political . machine 
operated to bestow personal-favors in his 
name and to promote his political aspira- 
tions. 

The power to lay a heavy tax on a work- 
shop, asaloon, a butcher-shop or other 
business conducted by one man, and to let 
some other man run a competing business 
without paying the same tax, is a power 
too despotic and too destructive of repub- 
lican equality to be intrusted toany man or 
to be tolerated for a moment in this coun- 
try. 

Mr. ZIEGENHEIN should be ſust to hon- 
est business men who pay their license 
taxes before he undertakes, at their ex- 
pense, and at the expense of city and State, 
to be generous to their business competi- 
tors. He may lose more votes thanjhe can 
buy by that sort of generosity. A rich and 
powerful brewery syndicate seems to be 
reaping all the benefit of it, while it is 
getting the poor men he ‘‘favors’’ into 
trouble. Instead of increasing the license- 
tax collections, it has diminished 
them. Realestate menand butchers, as 
well as saloon-keepers, who have hitherto 
paid promptly, are now paying reluctant- 
ly and with a protest against the Ziegen- 
hein method of exempting their competi- 
tors in business from the payment of the 
same tax. 

With the power to collect a license tax 
from one business house goes both the 
power and the duty to close summarily its 
unlicensed competitor, and the law should 
provide, if it does not, that the failure of 
the Collector to enforce the law shall make | 
him liable on his bond for the full amount 
of the license tax.

A Summary of Evidence for St. Louisans 
to Study. 


THE PECULIAR RECORD OF ONE ADMIN- 
ISTRATION, 


The Facts About City Collector Ziegen- 
hein’s Office as Given to the Public 
Every Day by the “Post-Dispatch’’ 
Since Jan. 17—The Laws Violated, the 
City’s Revenue Defrauded, Tax- Payers“ 
Protests Ignored and Laughed At, 
Official Records Hidden Away—The 
Cost ofa Czar. 


For two weeks pastor more the Post- Dis- 
PATCH has been paying attention to certain 
methods prevailing in the office of City Col- 
lector Ziegenhein, which seemed to demand 
that attention in the public interest. The 
methods were such as appeared to militate 
against the proper collection of the rightful 
revenue due the city inthe form of certain 
licenses imposed upon certain lines of 
business by city ordinances and State laws, 
and also, by that failure to collect all such 
licenses, to operate unjustly against those 
citizens who paidtheir license so imposed. 
Investigation ofthe instances which arose, 
showed, besides, that there existed in the 
City Collector's office a spirit of disregara of 
the duties and responsibilities of puDlic 
office which led that official and his subor- 
dinates toignorethe complaints of citizens 
in this connection, and to persist in the 
methods mentioned, at the expense of the 
City Treasury and in violation of the rights of 
citizens under thelaw. The reasons for 
such action on the part of the Oity 
Collector appeared to be, to speak without 
prejudice, a desire to ingratiate himself with 
a certain influential political element at the 
expense Of a great majority oi citizens and 
taxpayers, who might be kept in ignorance of 
the unfair distinction thus made between 
themselves and otherszin the same line of 
business who were unwilling to meet the legal 
obligations of that business. The develop- 
ment of these facts warranted the Post-D1s- 
PATCH In publishing them in the effort to se- 
cure proper redress and correction through a 
proper administration of an important city 
office, 

This has been done, without personal war- 
fare against City Collector Ziegenhein, and, 
indeed, without any personal feeling enter- 
ing into the matter in any way. The office 
of Collector of the City of St. Louis is a most 
important one, because itis upon the proper 
administration of that office the city must 
depend for its full and rightful revenue being 
collected and reaching the City Treasury. It 
Is Also equally important, because upon it 
must also depend all the many members of 
various business Classes who pay licenses, for 
protection against unlicensed people in the 
same lines of trade. This protection is sup- 
posed to be guaranteed by the ay and State 
when the licenses” are impos and is the 
value received by citizens for compliance 
with the law which thus taxes their business. 
Any maladministration of the City Collector's 
Office which causes failure to give this pro- 
tection, does so at the expense of the city’s 
revenue, and to 
license- paying citizens. ’ 

For these reasons the Post-DISPATCH has 
devoted its columns of late to the publication 
of such instances of improper administration 
of the City Collector's office as came to light. 
That the majority of those instances arose in 
the dramshop-licenge Sopartment of the City 
Collector’s office may be because that depart- 
ment furnishes the largest single source of 
revenue to the city. and therefore has a wider 
field in which such instances could exist. The 
POST-DISPATCH’S attention to the subject has 
been in no wise a movement against the law- 
ful progress of the dramshop business. It has 
been, instead, a movement for the proper 
protection of that interest. Only by the full 
and complete collection of the dramshop 
licenses authorized by the law can protection 
and justice be assured to those saloons which 
pay that license under the law. Common 
fairness would demand that if some saloons 
gre to be allowed to keep open without pay.- 
log a license, thus violating the city’s pledges 
of protection to those saloons from whom it 
collects a license, it would be only just, under 
such breach of contract, to do away with the 
dramshop license altogether. 

If, in the course of thé Post-DISPATCH pub- 
lications, the facts have seemed to refiect 
upon City Collector Ziegenheinin his official 
oapacthy it is City Collector Ziegenhein’s 
fault Alone, and is part of the inexorable 
logic of the situation. 

If, also, during their course, these facts 
have shown that the rights of other citizens 
than those engaged in the dramshop business 
have suffered through improper administra- 
tion of the City Collector’s office, this must 
also be taken under grave consideration. The 
city and the State guarantee protection and 
consideration to every law-abiding citizen, 
and all such are equal under the law. 

WHAT HAS BEEN SHOWN, 

A review of the facts published by the Post- 
DISPATCH in this connection will be found in- 
trresting. They are many in number, and 
they are all supported by the unquestionable 
authority of reputable citizens who furnished 
them to the Posr-Dis raren. Presented en 
masse, it is likely that they may still fur- 
ther startle a community which has 
already been surprised by their extent 
and meaning. They will, perhaps, still 
further deepen the already general popular 
conviction mat the office of the Olty Ool- 
lector of St. Louis is not managed as 
the law demands it should be. 
and there win arise, as it always 
does in cases of exposure of maladministra-

GRAFF SALOON CASE

The Post-Dis- 
PATCH publications forced Collector Ziegen- 
hein to prosecute the Fosters and they were 
fined $300 for running a saloon without a U- 
cense, The fine is still due the city. 

TRAFFIC IN CLUB CHARTERS. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 2, the Post-DISPATCH 
showed how the illegal club charter de- 
frauded the city ofits rightful revenue from 
dramshop licenses, and rendered tax- ers 
helpless to prevent objectionable road- houses 
being established in respectable residence 
quarters in the suburbs. The casein point 
was tbat of the Calumet Club and Restaurant 
at No. 4522 Duncan avenue, whose charter 
could be invalidated by prosecution on the 
part of the City Collector.

INVESTIGATION TO GO ON.

CAPT. YORE’S DEATH. 


The Veteran Riverman Suddenly Expires 
on His Boat While Giving Orders. 


James A. Yore, Captain of the steamer Jay 
Gould, ofthe St. Louis & Mississippi Valley 
Transportation Co., dropped dead on the 
hurricane deck of that boat at 5 o’clock yes- 


terday while it was aground at Crook's Land- 
ing, fifty miles below St. Louis. The boat 
arrived at the Levee this morning with the 
body and Capt. Frank Liebke of the St. Louis 
Saw Mill Co., a son-in-law of deceased, toox 
charge ofthe remains. Death was caused by 
apoplexy brought on by excitement in- 
cident to the boat going aground yes- 
terday. He was standing ontne hurricane 
deck, giving orders to the pllot and men 
on the deck.

SHE OFFERS TO PAY cCcOosTS IF THE

Prosecuting, Attorney Dierkes Refuses to 
Consent to Her Proposition—Kenny’s 
Attorneys Apply fora Writof Habeas 
Corpus to Secure His Release—The 
Holtkamp Jury Fail to Agree. 


Attornoy Jeff D. Storts, as the representa- 
tive of Mrs. Agnes Kuhlman, made a propo- 
sition this morning topay all costs if the 
warrants against George Kose and Frank 
Goble, charged with criminal assault, were 
withdrawn. 

The assault in question is alleged to have 
been commftted on Saturday night about half 
past 11 o’clock. Mrs. Agnes Kuhiman, a 
widow, was at her home, No. 318 Marion 
street, when Kose, a huckster, and Goble, a 
tinner, came in and made, she alleged, 
an indecent proposition to her, which 
she refused and ordered the 
men out of the house. Then, 
according to her story, they used violence, 
and in the struggle the furniture of the room 
was badly smashed. Thetwo men, she al- 
leges, then grossly maltreated her. While 
the men were still in the room the brother of 
the woman, a young man named Fred, came 
in and caught one of the men, while the other 
escaped, only to be arrested later. 

The woman appeared at the Four Courts on 
Monday and swore out the warrants and 
gave the information as above related, 
except that she went into details more mi- 
nutely and told a very straight story. 

This morning she appeared with Attorney 
Storts and acquiesced to the proposal that she 
would pay all costs if the case was dismissed. 
Clerk Fitzgerald said that he would consider 
no such proposition even for an instant, and 
called in Prosecuting- Attorney Dierkes. 
Mr. Dlerkes took the woman 
aside and asked herif the statements she 
had made when swearing tothe warrants 
were true, and she said they were. Then he 
asked her if she bad been approached and 
offered money, and she said that the wife of 
one of the men had cometo her about it and 
criec a good deal, so she had decided not to 
prosecute. 

Mr. Dierkes refused to consider the propo- 
sition and warned the woman to be very care- 
ful how she conducted herself in the matter, 
as she would lay herself liable to prosecution 
for perjury. 


The Holtkamp Jury Disagree. 

The jury in the case of Herman Holtkamp, 
charged with murder inthe second degree, 
was out all night without arriving at a ver- 
dictinthe case.

TILLERS. 


Every Prospect of a Very Heavy Cut in 
the Price of Whisky—A Great Fund in 
Hand for the Purchase of Distilleries 
and for Use in the Coming Whisky 
War. 


CHICAGO, III., Feb. 4.—The meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Whisky Trust ad- 
journed last night. The Whisky Trust has 
declared war on the independent distillers 
inanopen declaration given to the press, 
and unless the resolves of the combine are @& 
delusion and a snare whisky will very soon 
not only flow as freely but ascheaply as wa- 
ter. This does not appear to be a ‘‘biuff,’’ 
either. On the contrary it is a well-settled 
policy, so tar as one can determine from the 
facts at hand, to even further bear the stock of 
the Trust. It is a very well authenticated fact 
thatthe trust, which has been paying but 
about 6 per cent perannum on its $35,000,000 
of stock, could have paid. double that amount 
but for the policy adopted by the directors to 
accumulate a vast fund for the purpose of 
purchasing other distilleries and extending 
the power of the combine. Eastern stock- 
holders have been booming the stock in the 
hope of marketing their shares at a large 
profit, while Western holders of these secu- 
rities have been content to hold on and 
await a wider extension of the Trust’s bust 
ness. It is estimated that considerably more 
than half the stock ofthe company is held in 
the East, and yet the policy of the directors 
has been controlled by Western men. 

It was decided to pass a 2-cent reduction 
resolution, and it was done in this language: 

Resolved, That the basis price of the product of 
this company be reduced 2 cents per proof galion at 
once. 

This step had been expected, but the board 
did not stop with that. They had determined 
to make war on the independent distilleries 
tothe knife, and they unanimously adopted 
the following:

ficer, is stationed at thecrossings. He lives 
nearthere in a house with his family, and 
either he or some other member of the fam- 
ily must stand at the crossing in full view of 
the engineer every time a train passes. In 
the cities the crossings are provided with 
gates or bars. 

The st. Louis law requiring gates at cross- 
ings is Ordinance No. 1100, approved March 3, 
1879, being *‘an ordinance for the better pro- 
tection of life and property, compelling the 
Pacific Railroad of Missouri, the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Northern Rallway Co., and the 
St. Louls, lron Mountain & Southern Rallway 
Co., to erect safeguards at crossings.’’ 

Although this ordinance speciajly names 
the crossing on the [tron Mountain road at 
Chouteau avenue, Miller street, Lesperance 
street and Anna street, among the crossings 
to be provided with gates, as well as guarded 
by both night watchmen and day watchmen, 
there ts not a gate or a night watchman at 
eitber of the crossings, and according to one 
of the day watchman seen yesterday after- 
poon, there never has been. These are 
all dangerous. crossings and another very 
dangerous crossing in the same vicinity is the 
one at street, half a dozen people being 
inj some of them fatally last year.
